Allende. There was a general uproar.

ment. 


On Oct. 6, a Cuban airliner ex ­ 
ploded in the Caribbean killing ail 
hands. Intelligence agents rn the area 
went to work and fingered three anti- 
Castro Cubans, and somehow they 
were linked with the ex plosion that 
killed Letelier. But why wtmld anti- 
Castro Cubans want to kill Letelier? 
J ust because he had been associated 
with Allende0 


Perhaps for more ex plicit reasons 
On Dec. 20. 19T6. J ack Anderson and 
Le* Whitten wrote a column inform­ 
ing us that the contents of Letelier's 
bnefase contained interesting materi­ 
al. including a y ear-old letter to 
Letelier from Ailende's daughter, ad­ 
vising Letelier that he would be put 
on a pay roll, five thousand dollars

In February . 19 ? ? . Evans and No­ 
va* wrote a column disclosing further 
contents of the briefcase. In addition 
to the letter promising pay ments to 
Letelier. there was a letter from 
Letelier back to Ailende's daughter, 
in which Letelier implied that he was 
going along with the human rights act 
in order to hoodwink American Liber­ 
als. but that she.

As we hav e n o w learn ed , it has alread y 
been reco mmen d ed o n a state lev el that 
Ben ed ictin e Ho sp ital tak e all o bstetrical 
an d p ed iatrics serv ices an d Kin gsto n Ho s­ 
p ital be "allo wed ” a larger emergen cy 
ro o m. It wo u ld seem that all o f the lo gic 
that co u ld p o ssibly be bro u ght to bear 
u p o n su ch d eliberatio n s has fallen o n d eaf 
ears. 
It has also ap p aren tly been mad e q u ite 
clear to the Kin gsto n Ho sp ital by this 
same co m m ittee o f the state that u n less 
they aban d o n the id ea o f hav in g o b­ 
stetrical an d p ed iatrics "bed s” in its n ew 
ho sp ital it co u ld fo rget abo u t o btain in g 
the clearan ce req u ired fro m the state fo r 
the begin n in g o f n ew co n stru ctio n . 
This co mm u n ity will p erhap s recall that 
it was o n ly as recen tly as 19 73 that bo th 
Kin gsto n area ho sp itals had agreed p u b­ 
licly to co n so lid ate their p ed iatrics an d 
o bstetrical serv ices, with Kin gsto n Ho sp i­ 
tal retain in g m atern al (o bstetrics) care 
an d Ben ed ictin e to d ev elo p a fu ll child 
(p ed iatrics) care serv ice. 
This arran gem en t had the fu ll su p p o rt 
o f the Bo ard s o f bo th ho sp itals (in writin g) 
as well the en d o rsemen t o f the Ulster 
Co u n ty Med ical So ciety . It was o n ly after 
the Ben ed ictin e H o sp ital— with fu n d s 
p en d in g ap p ro v al fo r co n stru ctio n o f their 
o wn n ew win g— fo u n d a way to acq u ire 
these fu n d s witho u t hav in g to co n so lid ate 
serv ices that the arran gem en ts were then 
rather q u ick ly an d arbitrarily bro k en o ff. 
We n o w see the situ atio n in rev erse. The 
Kin gsto n Ho sp ital — this w ell-in ten ­ 
tio n ed facility that o p en s its d o o r to all 
p eo p le regard less o f race o r creed an d 
d en ies n o v alid med ical serv ices to an y 
who are in n eed , is n o w bein g to ld that 
these co n cep ts mu st tak e seco n d p lace to 
eco n o mic ex p ed ien cy as in terp reted by 
the state an d so me o f its “ frien d s.” 
I call this black m ail — an d , as su ch — 
I feel that it is n o t o n ly illegal — regard ­ 
less o f what techn icalities are u sed to 
d isgu ise it — bu t immo ral — an d that it 
d en ies to the citizen ry o f this co mm u n ity 
what is their abso lu te an d basic right in 
term s o f the best o f health care. 
W hat d o we in Kin gsto n . NEW YORK 
really wan t? We wan t a go o d health 
facility — the v ery best that mo n ey can 


bu y , if we can affo rd it. W e’d lik e it at the 
best lo catio n , if at all p o ssible. If, in fact, 
that p hy sical facility alread y ex ists, then 
by all mean s let u s u tilize it. Bu t we also 
wan t a facility which p ro v id es a m ax ­ 
imu m fu ll ran ge o f serv ices fo r the en tire 
co mm u n ity 
w itho u t 
ex clu sio n s, 
that 
d ep riv es n o citizen s o f an y thin g that 
p ro p er an d reaso n able med icin e has to 
o ffer (an d — I might ad d — which the 
Su p rem e C o u rt gu aran tees as their 
right by law ). 
We wan t an d sho u ld in d eed striv e fo r 
eco n o my an d — if at all p o ssible— sho u ld 
attem p t to av o id co stly red u p licatio n o f 
serv ices — whether it be tho se o f labo ra­ 
to ry , fo o d p ro cessin g, lau n d ry o r— as in 
this case— the p ro v isio n o f m atern al an d 
child care. 
We sho u ld NOT, ho wev er, allo w the 
state o r an y o n e else’s co n cep t o f what they 
feel is “eco n o mically feasible” to d ictate 
we giv e u p o u r right to freed o m o f cho ice 
to p ractice o r receiv e med icin e in the 
m an n er o r sty le that we feel is best fo r o u r 
co mm u n ity . Let u s in d eed reassert o u r 
right as citizen s o f a free co u n ty to d ictate 
o u r o wn d estin ies in a way as free as 
p o ssible fro m o u tsid e in terferen ces an d 
which max imizes the u se o f the v ery best 
we hav e to o ffer. 
I wo u ld lik e to mak e the fo llo win g 
reco m men d atio n s to members o f o u r co m­ 
mu n ity in the G reater Kin gsto n Area: 
I. T hat we reiterate o u r belief an d 
co m m ittm en t to the p ro p er an d lo gical 
am algam atio n o f serv ices by bo th ho sp i­ 
tals in a m an n er which max imizes the 
p o ten tial o f each witho u t restrictin g the 
rights o f either. 
‘2 . T hat if we mu st swallo w the m an d ate 
o f the state to ward co n so lid atio n o f o b­ 
stetrics an d p ed iatrics, that we in sist u p o n 
the reten tio n o f FULL serv ices fo r all o f 
o u r p atien ts as THEY PRESENTLY E X ­ 
IST in o u r co m m u n ity at this tim e, an d 
o n ly the Kin gsto n Ho sp ital can d eliv er 
fu ll o bstetrical serv ices. 
3 . That bo th ho sp itals be p ro tected fro m 
the certain eco n o mic d emise which wo u ld 
be in cu rred if o n e were to be giv en u n fair 
ad v an tage o v er the o ther in a p rem atu re 
an d arbitrary d ecisio n .

To day , the mo st p o p u lar su n rise Easter serv ice is 
p ro bably the o n e held an n u ally at the Ho lly wo o d 
Bo wl. The serv ice was beg u n in 19*21. an d abo u t 
26 ,000 p eo p le atten d each y ear. 
On a smaller scale, Kin g sto n has its o wn su n rise 
serv ices held each y ear by v ario u s chu rches in the 
area. Tho se co n g reg atio n s that do n o t ho ld dawn 
serv ices o n Easter mo rn in g hav e their o wn ceremo n ies 
celebratin g Christ’s resu rrectio n , an d each is esp ecial­ 
ly sy mbo lic in its o wn way .

K I N G S T O N -M e d ic a re 
help s p ay fo r care in skilled 
nu rsing facilities fo r Medicare 
p atients who need sp ecial care 
o r rehabilitatio n serv ices after 
a ho sp ital stay . Skilled nu rs­ 
ing facilities p ro v ide a less 
ex p ensiv e alternativ e to ho sp i­ 
tal care. Many p eo p le who 
need daily skilled nu rsing care 
o r rehabilitatio n serv ices can 
get them in a skilled nu rsing 
facility witho u t hav ing to p ay 
fo r u nu sed hcmp ital serv ices fo r 
which they might be billed if 
they were in the ho sp ital. 
When Medicare started back 
in 19 6 6 , few facilities were 
cap able o f p ro v iding su ch care 
o u tside o f ho sp itals. 'To day 
mo re than 4,(XX) skilled nu rs­ 
ing facilities are serv ing the 
p u blic. Three are in the (lister 
Co u nty area. Medicare p aid 
$250 millio n do llars fo r p a­ 
tients treated in these 4,000 
facilities in fiscal y ear 19 75. 
The av erage length o f stay 
co v ered by Medicare was 30 
day s. 
th e facilities are insp ected 
and are req u ired to meet Med­ 
icare health and safety stan­ 
dards in o rder to q u alify fo r 
p articip atio n in the Medicare 
p ro gram, 
ranging fro m 
the 
q u alificatio ns o f their 
p er­ 
so nnel to their fire sp rinkler 
sy stem. The facility mu st hav e 
a licensed nu rse o n du ty 24 


ho u rs a day , and each p atient 
mu st be u nder the care o f a 
do cto r. 
Perio dic insp ectio ns are co n­ 
du cted by the New Yo rk State 
Health Dep artment o n behalf 
o f Medicare to ensu re that 
these 
standards 
are 
being 
maintained. Failu re to co rrect 
any deficiencies that may be 
u nco v ered may resu lt in term i­ 
natio n o f Medicare p artici­ 
p atio n The district o ffice has 
a rep o rt o f any deficiencies 
u nco v ered. The rejx irt is av ail­ 
able to the p u blic. 
Medicare's ho sp ital insu r­ 
ance can help p ay fo r care in 
a p articip ating skilled nu rsing 
facility if fiv e co nditio ns are 
met. 
First, y o u hav e been in a 
ho sp ital at least three co n­ 
secu tiv e day s (no t inclu ding 
day o f discharge).

Fo u rth, a do cto r certifies 
that y o u need to co ntinu e to 
receiv e skilled nu rsing o r re­ 
habilitatio n serv ice o n a daily 
basis.

These are o rganizatio ns au ­ 
tho rized to rev iew the medical 
care that Medicare p atients 
receiv e to determine if it is 
medically necessary .

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS

A. If she still ha s so me o f her IOO da y s left a nd she is 
rea dmitted within 14 da y s fo r further trea tment o f the 
co nditio n trea ted in her prev io us sta y , she do es no t ha v e 
to ha v e a new three-da y sta y in a ho spita l. 


Q. If Utilizatio n Rev iew Co mmittee decides that my 
admissio n to a skilled nu rsing facility was no t necessary , 
wo u ld I be req u ired to p ay fo r the care receiv ed u p to that 
p o int? 


A. If the co mmittee decides tha t y o ur co nditio n did no t 
require a dmissio n to the fa cility , y o u will no t ha v e to pa y 
if y o u ca n sho w tha t y o u did no t kno w tha t the trea tments 
wo uld no t be co v ered. A “ wa iv er o f beneficia ry lia bility ” 
is po ssible. Check with y o ur so cia l security o ffice. 


Q. When a rev iew co mmittee decides that a p atient no 
lo nger needs care in a skilled nu rsing facility , do es Medicare 
sto p p ay ment immediately ? 


A. Pa y ment ca n co ntinue fo r up to three da y s a fter 
no tice o f the rev iew co mmittee decisio n in o rder to help 
pa tients a nd their fa milies ma ke necessa ry a rra ng e­ 
ments fo r a ppro pria te ca re.

Bu t o f­ 
ficials are taking p ains to p re­ 
v ent the co rru p tio n that dro v e 
then dictato r Migu el Primo de 
Riv era to o u tlaw baccarat, 
ro u lette and blackjack in 19 24. 
The new decree giv es the 
go v ernment the p o wer to say 
who can 
set 
u p gambling 
ho u ses. It also has the o p tio n 
o f natio nalizing them at any 
time and gets a 50 p er cent cu t 
o f the gro ss p ro fits o f the big 
casino s. 
“And, any co mp any that 
bids fo r au tho rizatio n to start 
a casino mu st hav e no mo re 
than 25 p er cent fo reign cap i­ 
tal behind it," said Mo desto 
Fraile, the go v ernment’s direc­ 
to r o f to u rist enterp rises and 
activ ities. 
The go v ernment newsp ap er 
Arriba said su ch tight co ntro l 
was necessary “ to av o id the 
arriv al o f v ario u s Mafias.” 
One minister said, "We are 
aware o f the danger o f o r­ 
ganized crime try ing to in­ 
filtrate the new casino bu si­ 
ness and that is why it has 
taken u s so lo ng to lay do wn 
the gro u nd ru les.”

Spring is doing its wily bit—one day warm and su nny , the 
ftex t cold and windy . It was ev er thu s apparently ju dging 
from some of the say ings the old timers liv ed by . 
The familiar one abou t peepers hav ing to be frozen u p 
three times before it is really spring came to mind one recent 
balmy ev ening as the peep frog choru s filled the air. 
According to my cou nt this is the second time arou nd this 
season so may be one more warm then cold front mov ement 
will do it. 
The tiny peep frogs sing ou t from the swamps and ponds 
at the first inkling of warmth only to be q u ickly silenced by 
threat of a chill night air. This, of cou rse, is the pattern of 
seasonal change as air masses trade places. 
Another of those old say ings abou t thu nderstorms has its 
basis in the same phenomenon. Thu nderstorms in spring 
signal a retu rn to colder weather, while thu nderstorms in fall 
mean warmer weather on the way . 
Here in the Hu dson Valley , it is said the shad won't ru n 
u ntil the shadbu shes bloom. No dou bt the plant and the fish 
react to the same tu rns of temperatu re in doing their own 
thing in u nison. 
Those who liv ed with the elements pu t their observ ations 
into adages withou t perhaps knowing the reasons why . Bu t 


they made effectiv e ru les. 
It is said that "Parsley keeps the witches away .". Well, 
I hav en't seen any arou nd the garden lately bu t I really think 
the many nu tritional properties of the popu lar herb kept ill 
health at bay . And to the ancients that was keeping the 
witches away as effectiv ely at the prov erbial "apple a day 
keeps the doctor away ." 
Some of the old say ings are more su btle bu t achiev e the 
desired resu lts all the same. 
Ev ery little one knew what to say to a lady bu g 
encou ntered at close range—"Lady bu g, lady bu g fly away 
home. You r hou se is on fire and y ou r children will bu rn." 
The u rgency of the message was su ch that lady bu g was 
left intact to fly away home as q u ickly as possible, thu s 
sav ing the good garden insect from pinching fingers. The 
lady bu gs benefits to the garden now are so well known that 
catalogs adv ertise them for sale among the organic aids. 
The same logic no dou bt applies to the early admonition 
abou t toads cau sing warts. Hop toads ex ercise fantastic 
insect control and as su ch shou ld be left alone to do their 
chore. 
It wou ld be impossible to trace these say ings to the 
u ltimate sou rce bu t the fact that they hav e been passed 
down and adhered to is perhaps enou gh to keep them in the 
“words to liv e by " file. 


I ndoor Gar dening 
Ea ster Pla nts Deserv e the Best

lf y ou ’re a plant person, 
greenery ' was probably the first 
thing someone thou ght of giv ­ 
ing y ou this Easter, 
And y ou r gift. I’m su re, is 
beau tifu l. It’s ju st been taken 
ou t of the greenhou se and is. 
no dou bt, all wrapped u p for 
gift-giv ing this weekend in 
that pretty , sparkly foil and 
ribbon we tend to leav e on — 
almost forev er. To keep those 
plants looking their best, re­ 
mov e the foil, or at least rip 
the 
bottom 
to 
allow 
for 
drainage when the plant is 
watered. 
It's also wise to remember 
that not all gift plants need 
direct su n. Don’t take a new 
plant, regardless of what it is. 
and stick it where it might be 
in danger of hav ing its leav es 
bu rned. The best location for 
it is one that has good light bu t 
not direct su n. 
Sometimes the gift plant y ou 
receiv e might be pot-bou nd. 
It’s been growing for ju st this 
day for a long time, and cer­ 
tainly the florist isn’t taking 
any chances switching pots 
now. T hat’s okay . The plant 
can do v ery nicely for a while 
in a pot that’s getting too 
small, bu t special attention 
shou ld be giv en to its moistu re 
req u irements while it’s in this 
condition. 
The soil shou ld be wet, bu t 
not constantly soaked. Many 
times the best method of wa­ 
tering a pot-bou nd plant is by 
du nking it into a tu b of water 
once a week, waiting u ntil it 
gu rgles. In general, all gift 
plants shou ld be watered q u ite 
generou sly . Let the soil get 
slightly dry before watering 
again. 
One of the most popu lar 
Easter plants, of cou rse, is the 
Easter lily . This single-stalked 
bu lb plant u su ally has three to 
fou r flowers on it, each in a 
different stage of growth. Gen-

erally , the plant will be in 
bloom from three weeks to 
one-and-a-half months; it v ar­ 
ies. 
After it’s finished flowering 
and the stalk starts looking 
saggy and y ellow, withhold 
water gradu ally u ntil the plant 
is completely dry . Twist the 
foliage off and pu t the pot in 
a cool, dimly lit place u ntil 
late spring. At that time, dig 
the bu lb ou t of the pot and 
plant 
it 
in 
y ou r 
ou tdoor 
garden. It may ev en blossom 
again the same season. Lily 
bu lbs, 
howev er, 
cannot 
be 
sav ed to bloom again in anoth­ 
er indoor pot. Sorry . 
Nex t y ear, if y ou ’d like to 
giv e y ou r entire bowling team 
one of these happy -looking 
lilies', plan 13 weeks before 
Easter to set these bu lbs in 
six -inch pots. 
Bu ry them u nder one inch of 
a potting mix composed of two 
parts packaged soil, one part 
v ermicu lite and one part peat 
moss Place the pots in a dimly 
lit location that is kept abou t 
5 5 degrees. Water sparingly 


u ntil y ou see some root growth 
dev eloping. They can then be 
mov ed into more light in a 
somewhat warmer (6 0 degree) 
temperatu re. 
Once the plant starts grow­ 
ing and reaches abou t six in­ 
ches. feed it twice a month 
with a light application of a 
water-solu ble plant food. ll 
y ou 'd like it to bloom more 
q u ickly , raise its growing tem ­ 
peratu re abou t fiv e degrees 
Another popu lar plant to 
giv e or receiv e is the Easter 
cactu s. This plant is made u p

Mighty Oaks from Little 
A c orns G row . T his old 
aphorism is relev ant to fou n­ 
dation planting in a v ery liter­ 
al sense. Small plants that fit 
their location perfectly when 
first planted often tu rn into 
“monsters" that defeat the 
v ery pu rpose for which they 
were planted. And with the 
wrong plants, this can happen 
in a su rprisingly short time. 
T h e 
s ke t c h e s 
show n 
graphically illu strate what can 
happen in a m atter of IO y ears 
when the wrong plants are 
u sed. The top sketch shows a 
fou ndation planting that har­ 
m on iz e s w ell w ith the 
architectu re of the hou se; most 
of the hou se is rev ealed, and 
windows 
receiv e 
max imu m 
light. 
The bottom sketch, on the 
other hand, shows the same 
planting gone completely ou t 
of control. A large part of the 
hou se is cov ered by planting 
which has grown so tall that 
the lower-lev el windows only 
receiv e half the av ailable light. 
Planting, 
instead 
of 
com­ 
plementing the hou se, now 
dominates it. 
These 
before 
and 
after 
sketches emphasize the im ­ 


portance 
of 
planning 
y ou i 
fou ndation planting carefu lly . 
For most modern homes, slow- 
growing tall plants in com­ 
bination w ith low-growing 
ones are best. Fast-growing 
plants get ou t of hand too 
q u ickly , req u iring either fre­ 
q u ent pru ning or replacement. 
Here are some good plants to 
u se:

Holly . 
Heller's Japanese Holly , Im ­ 
prov ed Inkberry , S argent 
Ju niper, Blu e Ru g Ju niper.

What can y ou do if y ou r 
planting looks like the bottom 
sketch?

Bu t 
before starting on a massiv e 
pru ning project, be su re y ou 
know what y ou ’re doing. Get a 
handbook 
on 
pru ning 
and 
stu dy it, A little time spent 
reading 
one 
will 
pay 
big 
div idends in the end. Improper 
p r u n i n g 
c a n 
s p oi l 
a 
salv ageable plant and, often 
times, will kill it. And when 
y ou start pru ning, don’t do it 
all at once. Redu ce y ou r plants 


to acceptable sizes by sy stem­ 
atically cu tting them back 
ov er sev eral y ears. 
Q. Does sev ere pru ning ben 
efit roses?

roses, remov e all dead wood 
and shorten v ery long stems, 
bu t don't remov e any more 
liv e wood than is necessary .

The best approach is to u se 
a professional hou se inspector 
to determine if there is any ­ 
thing to worry abou t. I prefer 
to draw u p an agreement of 
sale making it su bject to a 
fav orable job. 
In the agreement of sale, y ou 
mu at specify what ty pe of pro- 
fesaional will be retained. The 
u su al clau se indicates that a 
Registered Professional Engi­ 
neer be u sed If there is a hou se 
inspector y ou know of, y ou can 
specify his name directly in 
the agreement. 
The seller will no dou bt 
argu e that he does not want to 
sign an agreement of sale with 
this 
contingency . 
He 
will 
swear there is nothing wrong 
with the hou se and threaten to 
sell it to somebody else. 
At this point, y ou can pu t 
him on the spot by say ing that 
he has nothing to worry abou t 
if the hou se is in good condi­ 
tion — or, “ W hat is he try ing 
to hide?” If y ou handle y ou r­ 
self properly , y ou shou ld be 
able to hav e y ou r signed agree­ 


ment of sale and y ou r inspec­ 
tion, as well.

MELTZER: 
This past Christmas I got the 
best present from my wife that 
she ev er gav e me.

The the­ 
wy was that the heater wou ld 
not ru n needlessly while peo­ 
ple were sleeping. 
There was also a v ersion of 
this therm ostat that 
au to­ 
matically lowered the setting 


at night, and raised it in the 
morning. 
Howev er, the United States 
was liv ing in an era of cheap 
energy . The r ef or e, these 
therm ostats went ou t of v ogu e. 
For the past 15 y ears it has 
been impossible to hav e this 
ty pe of dev ice installed. Any 
electrician who receiv ed this 
req u est tried to talk the home­ 
owner ou t of it, claiming that 
the sav ings did not amou nt to 
any thing. Becau se of this, the 
su pply of su ch therm ostats be­ 
came almost non-ex istent. 
Some of these thermostats 
are still arou nd, thou gh dif­ 
ficu lt to find. Perhaps if more 
homeowners started to req u est 
them, we wou ld find that they 
wou ld become a standard item 
again.

Q. I know that you are in 
favor of mothers breastfeeding 
their babies but could you tell 
me why? I see lots of healthy 
looking babies whose mothers 
did not breastfeed them and I 
wonder if it is really worth all 
the trouble, I am expecting my 
first baby in June and the 
general attitude seems to be 
“ yes, breastfeed your baby if 
you want to, but there is no 
real need to do so nowadays," 
so I would like to know your 
reasons.—Mrs. E D., Pine 
HUI. 
A. I think that most child 
experts and pediatrians would 
agree that the best breastfeed­ 
ing is better for a baby than 
the best bottle feeding; but 
that, good bottle feeding is 
better for the infant than poor 
and unsatisfactory breast feed­ 
ing which has led some moth­ 
ers to favor bottle feeding. 
Th e su ck lin g of th eir you n g 
is a ch aracteristic of all 
mammals. It is n atu re’s sp e­ 
cific p lan for th e early an d 
b est feed in g of all th ese 
I creatu res. 
Humans have succeeded as 
Pother creatures cannot, in pro- 
I viding some reasonably satis- 
I -factory substitutes, but they 
J..are still substitutes and not 
the real thing. 
There are close and valuable 
emotional 
ties 
between 
a 
lother and her baby which 
{•breast feeding fosters and 
[ strengthens, and which also 
provide the infant's first “ les­ 
son" in cooperating with an­ 
other human being. If the 
mother is eating correctly and 
is living a reasonably happy 
life without too much stress, 
her milk will contain all the 
nutrients her baby needs, in­ 
cluding 
beneficial 
enzymes 


and anti-infection antibodies 
all of which contribute to the 
baby’s health. 
The milk is also at exactly 
the right temperature and free 
from any external contamina­ 
tion and the act of suckling is 
an excellent form of exercise 
for the baby. 
Breast feeding is also less 
trouble as there is no formula 
to bother with, no measuring, 
mixing or heating and no pots, 


ercises and Yoga philosophy 
which is counter to Soviet 
philosophy?—Mrs. F.M., Ac­ 
cord. 
A. Growing public interest in 
yoga seems to be part of a 
generally more sympathetic 
attitude in the Soviet Union 
towards medical and psychic 
practices which lie on the “ fr­ 
inges" of modern scientific 
knowledge. 
There are a growing number

bottles, nipples and brushes to generation of Moscow intellec-

Breastfeeding is , of 
course, an integral part of 
the normal process of having 
a baby—the final stage. 
As yet we do not know all the 
advantages that accrue to both 
mother and child through 
breast feeding but should a 
mother so desire it is always 
possible to arrange an occa­ 
sional feeding by bottle for 
several days or weeks as a 
change. 
There sometimes may be a 
few minor difficulties which 
need adjustment in the first 
few weeks of breastfeeding; 
either the mother’s diet needs 
improving, she may need more 
rest, or the technique of "giv­ 
ing” the breast may need some 
improvement. These are easily 
overcome. 
Consensus of opinion among 
nutritionists is that all young 
healthy mothers should breast 
feed their infants for at least 
the first three or four months, 
not only for physical and psy­ 
chological reasons for both 
mother and child but im­ 
portantly for love. 
Q. With all the news about 
repression in the Soviet Union, 
I wonder if they allow Soviet 
citizens to utilize Yoga ex- 


turals, although instruction is 
on an unofficial basis and 
books on the subject are dif­ 
ficult to obtain. 
Recent articles in the Soviet 
press and magazines also have 
suggested that practitioners of 
folk or unorthodox medicine 
are not quacks and that they 
may be able to actually cure 
some ailments that do not 
always respond to orthodox 
treatment. 
Tibetan medicine, still prac- 
ticed by some Buryat 
Mongols, is now being studied 
with official encouragement. 
Spiritualism still practiced 
by some Soviet citizens has 
been discussed tactfully, in­ 
stead of being held up to pub­ 
lic scorn and ridicule. 
Acupuncture has been fleet­ 
ingly mentioned in the Soviet 
press, but its association with 
China and Maoism would 
seem to rule out any wide­ 
spread research regarding its 
benefits... for the time being 
anyway.

Contrary to popular belief, 
say Skye and Hollis Osborn 
and Beverlie Beauclerk, the 
tropical state of Hawaii is 
not reserved just for natives, 
vacationers 
or 
the 
very 
w ealth y. Back-to-the- 
landers can find a place for 
themselves in the Pacific 
paradise, too — especially if 
they’ll skip seven of the main 
islands that make up the 
state..and head straight for 
the biggest: Hawaii itself. 
Here’s their report: 


Living and growing our own 
on farms in Idaho and Oregon 
was better than staying cooped 
up in some city. But a long 
siege of 20-below weather a few 
winters back finally chilled our 
enthusiasm for even the coun­ 
try life...if it had to be lived up 
north. 
So our family of three 
(mother, father, and 10-year- 
old) set out on a hunt for 
sunshine in our bus. And a 
month later — after we’d sold 
the bus for plane fare — we 
found it: in Honolulu, on the 
island of Oahu, in the state of 
Hawaii. 
Yes, Honolulu had sunshine 
all 
right...and 
magnificent 
mountains and sandy beaches. 
But it also had freeways, traf­ 
fic, high rents, and too much 
cement. 
So we began a search of our 
50th state’s outer islands. Five 
months, two islands, and a lot 
of frustrations later, we found 
a small house on the island of 
Hawaii. 
Although it was situated 
alongside a spectacular river 
and very close to the local 
medicine man, this new place 
we called home still fell far 
short of being the small tropi­ 
cal paradise — with gardens 
and goats — we wanted to call 
our own. And, there seemed 
little chance we’d be able to 
afford anything better as long 
as we stayed in Hawaii. 
Then — just when we’d 
almost decided to give up — 
we got our big break. Some 
friends asked us to take over 
their lease on two acres of 


land, 
complete 
with 
two- 
bedroom house, two dogs, a 
cat, five chickens, and two 
small gardens. 
Best of all, this little mid- 
Pacific Shangri-La was really 
located out in the country too: 
seven and a half miles from a 
small village and one and a 
half miles up what dam near 
qualified as a road. 
Our long search for a mini- 
farmstead washed by warm 
trade winds and bathed by the 
tropical sun was finally over, 
nearly a year after it had 
started. Now it was time for 
the hard work to begin! 


The gardens we had in­ 
herited, although adequate for 
herbs and legumes, were much 
too small for our grandiose 
plans. So we hauled in bigasse 
— the crushed, leftover canes 
from which sugar has been 
extracted — that the big mills 
out here are glad to get rid of. 
When combined with good 
chicken manure, compost, and 
whatever other organic materi­ 
al we can find, this vegetable 
matter eventually rots down 
into a decent, workable soil. 


We quickly discovered, how­ 
ever, that our mini-farming 
experiences back in Idaho and 
Oregon had not really pro­ 
vided us with an ounce of 
practical knowledge about the 
growing of greenies in the 
equatorial zones of the world 
— especially on postage 
stamp-sized gardens, and par­ 
ticularly when those tiny plots 
are endowed with a great deal 
of lava. 


Only about one quarter of 
the seeds we planted bothered 
to come up. And either the 
bugs ate the resulting plants, 
or they grew up spindly. 


So we swallowed our pride, 
invited in every neighbor who 
had a successful vegetable 
patch, and picked their brains. 


We also started all our new 
seeds in flats (thus saving our 
garden’s precious soil for just

the plants that sprouted and 
also making it possible for us 
to "succession plant" more 
crops into the vegetable plot 
every year). 
Next we threw out the 
straight, well-spaced rows of 
the traditional produce patch 
in favor of intensive gardening. 
And, as we transferred each of 
the sprouted sets into our 
walled plot, we placed a large 
quantity of both organic 
fertilizer and ground shells un­ 
der it. 
Unwelcome weeds were 
pulled and fed to the chickens. 
. . who shredded and ate the 
weeds, and then mixed their 
resulting droppings into the 
stray amounts of earth to 
make a rich additive that we 
put back on the garden. Nice 


chickens. 
By removing one sidewall of 
an old rubber tire, turning its 
tread 
inside, 
placing 
the 
carcass on bare rock, filling it 
with soil, and planting seven 
or eight heads of lettuce in­ 
side. . . we’ve reached just 
about the ultimate in growing 
much with little soil. 
And has all this effort paid 
off? Only so well that we’ve 
become downright obnoxious 
about showing off our home­ 
grown vegetables! 
Of course, with what we’ve 
learned we’re becoming even 
more anxious to give up our 
leased two acres and buy a 
little piece of our own of this 
paradise. (A piece with real 
soil on it. Yes, such tracts of 
land — although expensive — 
are available.) 
In the meantime, we glean 
all the information we can 
from hitchhikers, librarians, 
postal workers and gardeners 
about the 4,038 square miles of 
this big island. There’s honest - 
to-goodnesg desert, rain forest, 
mountains (two 13,000-foot- 
tall volcanoes — Mauna Loa 
and Mauna Kea — are even 
capped by winter snows), and 
cultivated farmlands here and 
we want to learn all we can 
about them while our “ land 
purchase" pennies pile up. 
Luckily for us, the parcels of 
land for sale that we find most 
desirable (the bigger lots that 
are farthest from the main 
highways)... are also the least 
expensive! And, since the local 
power company now charges 
$1,300 to set in a single utility 
pole, the chances of suburbia 
encroaching on the unelec­ 
trified homestead of our 
dreams seems relatively slim 
during the next few decades. 
As we look for “just the right 
place” we, of course, keep 
some very typically Hawaiian 
considerations uppermost in 
our minds: 
There is more old lava rock 
on this island than most new­ 
comers ever imagine, and we 
want to be sure that the land 
we buy is covered with a thick 
layer of real dirt. 
Nor has there been an end to 
the formation of that lava! 
This is a new island — alive 
and growing — and Pele, the 
goddess of the volcano, is still 
active. One must think about 
rift zones and possible future 
flows of lava when he or she 
scouts for property out here. 
And, new or old, all that rock 
lying immediately under 
Hawaii’s surface rules out the 
possibility of the inexpensively 
drilled, 
deep, 
fresh 
water 
wells. The rain, however, falls 
abundantly from remarkably 
unpolluted skies and it’s not 


difficult to channel that pre­ 
cipitation from a roof or other 
catchment into some large 
container. 
"But," write our mainland 
friends, “doesn’t it cost a lot 
more to live out there?" 
Super consumerism is in­ 
deed expensive here. But who 
needs to be a super consumer 
in Hawaii anyway? Our new 
baby lives in diapers (he wears 
a T-shirt for dress-up occa­ 
sions) and the rest of us are 
nearly as informal. Ninety- 
nine-cent rubber thongs (zoris) 
are the preferred footwear of 
almost every old-timer out 


here, “Good" shoes are re­ 
served for state occasions. 
Supermarket fare, we’ll ad­ 
mit, can be a little dear. But 
then, we don’t shop in such 
places anyway. Most of our 
vegies and fruits come from 
the garden. . . and we get the 
rest from a food co-op. 
All in all, we figure our living 
expenses here on the Big Is­ 
land about equal to what we’d 
spend back on the mainland. 
That means we’re getting 365 
days a year of above-65 degree 
weather, trade winds, sun­ 
shine, and tropical afternoon 
showers thrown in for free.

With Watson

A U G U ST A , G a. (UPI) — No less an authority than -Jack N ieklaus 
believes Ben Crenshaw will win the M asters one day, and this could 
be the day. 


“ Crenshaw plays the way I played 
when I was younger," says Nieklaus, 
who has won the Masters five times. 
“ He sprays the ball with a lot of 
power. He should win here several 
tim es." 
Today, Crenshaw gets his first op­ 
portunity to fulfill Nieklaus’ proph­ 
ecy, but Tom Watson may have 
something to say about it. 
The two young pros emerged from 
a wild scramble Saturday tied for the 
54-hole lead with seven-under-par to­ 
tals of 209 . They were a shot in front 
of Rik M assengale and three ahead of 
Nieklaus and Jim Colbert. 
Eight other players including such 
proven 
winners 
as 
Gary 
Player, 
Hubert Green, Hale Irwin and defen­ 
ding champion Ray Floyd were also 
within five shots of the lead. 
“ I 
relish 
a 
tight 
finish,” said 
Crenshaw, who at age 25 already has 
won a half-million dollars on the tour. 
“ There are so many in contention, 
unless someone goes out there and 
shoots a really low round.” 
That isn’t likely to happen. 
“ I wouldn’t think the scores would 
be 
very 
good 
tomorrow,” 
said 
Massengale, at 30, the oldest of the 
three top contenders. 
“ It’s going to be a long day. There’s 
a lot of young players who have shot 
in the 6 0’s this week. Maybe they’ll 
all choke tomorrow, but that won’t be 
because they don’t know the golf 
course. That’ll just be the pressure of 
the M asters." 
Crenshaw shot a three-under-par 6 9 
S a tu r d a y an d the 27 -year-old 
Watson, who had shared the 36 -hole 
lead with Rod Funseth, had 70 in­ 
cluding a five-foot birdie putt on the 
18 th green. Massengale had seven 
birdies in a round of 6 7. 
Nieklaus fashioned a 70 with the 
help of some improved putting and 
birdies on all four of the par-5 holes. 
Colbert, looking for his first major 
championship in a 12-year career, 
had 6 9 . 
The group at 213 included two-time 
Masters winner Player, who had 72 
Saturday; Tom Kite (7 0), a team ­

Crenshaw at the University of Texas; 
Green (72) and Funseth (7 4). 
It was another stroke back to Floyd, 
Irwin, Don January and Danny Ed­ 
wards at 214. Floyd, a runaway, 
record-tying winner here a year ago, 
had 71 in Saturday’s warm, sunny 
weather; Irwin, the 19 74 U .S. Open 
champion, had 70; January 6 9 , and 
Edwards 6 8 .

C renshaw , W atson, M assen gale, 
Green, Funseth and Tom Weiskopf. 
Most of them eventually backed off 
with Weiskopf, a four-time runnerup 
here, tumbling the hardest by taking 
four putts at the 14th green. He 
finished six strokes back at 215 with 
a 71. 
Crenshaw turned pro to universal 
predictions of greatness in 19 73 after 
winning three successive national col­ 
legiate championships at the Univer­ 
sity of Texas. He won his first start

after earning playing privileges on the 
PGA tour before beginning a long 
slump that ended last year. when he 
won three tournaments and ranked 
second to Nieklaus with $257,759 .

play, then dunked his tee shot at the 
par-3 71st hole into a lake and lost— 
but last summer Crenshaw said he 
felt “ it would be stealing’’ because he 
was not practicing enough to deserve 
a major title. Crenshaw also was a 
distant second —eight strokes back 
to Floyd here last year. 


Since then, he has become con­

Saturday, Crenshaw’s round 
in­ 
cluded four birdies, three of them on 
the back nine, and a single bogey— 
"a bad break," he said. He got home 
in two on one of Augusta National’s 
par-5’s and was close enough on two 
of the others to chip almost within 
“ gimme" distance. The other birdie 
came on a 13-foot putt at the 445- 
yard lith hole. The bogey occurred 
when his tee shot landed in a divot 
hole on the 14th and his second flew 
over the green.

Watson, the 19 75 British Open 
champion and the current tour leader 
with $135,18 5 and two victories, could 
use a triumph here to erase once and 
for all his unfortunate reputation as 
a choker. He threw away the ‘75 Open 
before Crenshaw had his shot at it, 
and also shot 79 the last day for the 
19 74 Open to blow the lead in that 
one, too. 
"It's going to be a real dog race 
tomorrow," Watson said, adding: 
“ The big person I have to overcome 
is myself.” 
He could not be faulted Saturday 
for his performance in the lead. 
P la y in g h e a d - to - h e a d

Crenshaw, Watson matched birdies 
with him on the 15th hole and then 
drilled a 6 -iron within five feet of the 
hole at the 420-yard 18 th and sank 
the putt for the tying birdie. He had 
two other birdies and two bogeys. 
Jerry Pate, the 23-year-old U.S. 
Open champion, birdied all four par- 
3 holes but played the last two in 
three over for a 74 and was in a group 
at even-par 216 that also included 
Lee Elder, the only black ever to play 
in the Masters. Elder had 72 Satur­ 
day. 
British Open 
champion Johnny 
Miller was at 6 9 -218 , the same total 
as Arnold Palmer, who shot 71. Dave 
Stockton, the PGA champion, had 
75-220. 
In case of a tie, there will be a 
sudden death playoff starting at the 
first hole, an innovation the M asters 
decided on last year when it sc ra p e d 
the 18-hole playoff format. First place 
is worth $40,000.

I he I V com m entators wilt be assau lting y ou r ears with 
references to the M asters as the most p restigiou s ev ent in 
go!!, the world s greatest tou rnam ent, et cetera. Two things 
do stand ou t in this delu ge of sem antics: the M asters is, in 
tact, the most ex clu siv e tou rnam ent in the world, and (2), 
it is the most skillfu lly orchestrated com p etition, a glorified 
inv itational tightly controlled by aging Cliff Roberts and the 
M asters Gang. 


W hether the M asters is the “ w o rld’s greatest go lf 
to urnam ent" is highly debatable. As a pure test o f go lf 
we think that acco lade belo ngs to the U .S . O pen, with 
the British Open a clo se seco nd. But fo r appeal and 
traditio n, the M asters is N o .I. Since it is the first o f the 
Big ho ur, it sets the stage fo r the rest o f the seaso n. 


If y ou consider y ou rself a real golf fan, then y ou owe 
y ou rself a trip to the sp ort's M ecca in that slep p y little 
Georgia town that comes aliv e one week ev ery y ear. It reeks 
with ante bellu m flav or. The downtown section is rather 
shabby and ru ndown at the heels, bu t the area arou nd the 
Au gu sta N ational is a riot of color, and the first sight of the 
azaleas, dogwood, p each trees and other shru bbery is 
breath-taking. 


And hard by the first tee is the Bo bby J o nes co ttage 
where the legendary am ateur launched the M asters in 
1934 . It’s no t an easy pro po sitio n to get tickets o r ho using 
in the A ugusta area but it’s wo rth the try ...at least a y ear 
in adv ance. 


For the working p ress the M asters has been a lov e-hate 
relationship ov er the y ears. There hav e been incidents along 
the way , like Jack W 'hittaker of CBS being barred for 
intem p erate’ ren'arks and M ilton Richm an, whose UPI 
colu mn ap p ears regu larly in the Freem an, being p u shed to 
the p oint where he referred to the secu rity ap p aratu s at 
Au gu sta as a p olice state. 


A num ber o f w riters disco v ered this spring that 
m em bership in the G o lf W riters A sso ciatio n o f Am erica 
w asn ’t all that im po rtant any mo re. Sev eral w ere denied 
acco m m o datio ns at ho tels they had patro nized fo r y ears. 
Only 20 ro o m s were m ade av ailable at D ay s Inn which 
didn’t ev en co v er tho se writers who stay ed there last 
y ear. 


W ilda Gwinn of the Au gu sta N ational staff ex p ressed 
dism ay . She told the GVVAA that Au gu sta hotels and motels 
were fu rnished a list of all working p ress for 19 7 6, bu t the 
largest m otels were u nder new m anagem ent or ownership 
and failed to honor long standing com m ittm ents. So m u ch 
for p ress tradition.

NEW YORK (UPI) — In today ’s money m arket, p oor 
Babe Ru th w ou ldn’t ev en make the “team .” 
Fifty y ears after his hey day , R u th still generally is looked 
u p on as the greatest baseball p lay er who ev er liv ed bu t his 
top salary of $8 0,000 a y ear wou ld hardly q u alify him as 
m u ch more than a benchw arm er in light of the salaries being 
p aid in the m ajor leagu e today . 
B u t th a t’s inflation for y ou . 
Av erage salary for p lay ers in this y ear’s op ening day 
lineu p , according to a U nited Press International su rv ey , 
was $9 5,149 19 and high as that figu re has clim bed, it still 
falls below the av erage p rofessional basketball p lay er’s 
salary . 
T he last tim e basketball took a reading, the av erage 
p lay er’s y early earning cam e to $109 ,000.

T he N ational Leagu e, generally sp eaking, seem s to p ay its 
p lay ers better than the Am erican Leagu e. 
Using the op ening day starting lineu p s, the National 
Leagu e av eraged $1,009 ,416 in salaries p er team , while the 
Am erican Leagu e av eraged only $8 20,28 5 ev en thou gh each 
AL team had IO p lay ers in its lineu p becau se of the 
designated hitter while N L team s had only nine.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The nam e of Babe Ru th is 
sy nony m ou s with batting p ower, that of T y Cobb with 
consistency and that of Lou Gehrig with clu tch hitting. 
Another nam e, that of Ted W illiam s, is associated with 
.400 hitters becau se he was, after all, the last m an to hit 
.400 — .406 in 19 41. 
Yet, W illiam s’ record su ggests his nam e shou ld be ju st as 
sy nony m ou s with all-rou nd hitting as is R u th’s with p ower, 
C obb’s with consistency and G ehrig’s with clu tch hitting. 
W illiam s was a m an so m arv elou sly gifted w ith a bat that 
he com bined the three key elem ents of batting — home ru ns, 
hitting consistency and ru ns batted in — better than any one 
in baseball history . He had in him a dash of Ru th, Cobb 
and Gehrig and tha t’s the q u ality for which he shou ld be 
best rem em bered — not ju st as the last of the ,4(X) hitters. 
W illiam s began his career in 19 39 as a slim 20-y ear-old 
ou tfielder w ith the Boston Red Sox and ended in 19 60 as 
an ov erweight 42-y ear old ou tfielder with the sam e team . In 
the interim , his career was twice interru p ted by serv ice 
hitches — in World W ar II (19 43-45) and in the Korean W ar 
in 19 52 and 19 53. 


He was a contem p orary of su ch ou tstanding American 
Leagu e p lay ers as Joe DiMaggio, H ank Greenberg, Jim m y 
Fox x , Charley Gehringer, Lu ke Ap p ling and M ickey M antle. 
D esp ite su ch com p etition, he won six batting titles, fou r 
hom e ru n crowns and fou r ru ns batted in cham p ionship s. 
Ju st how well balanced a hitter was W illiam s? Well, no 
one in baseball history has won more than two titles in each 
of the three m ain categories of hitting. W illiam s won at least 
fou r in each category . Fu rther, no activ e p lay er today is 
likely to challenge that record. 
Here are the nu m ber of y ears some of baseball’s greatest 
hitters hav e led their leagu es in batting av erage, homers and 
ru ns batted in, in that order:

Animals with Distemper Should Be Taken to Vet in First Stage 


B y Dr. Lawrence Holden 


Question: We get our dogs 
vaccinated yearly for dis­ 
temper and hepatitis. What 
are these diseases, and why 
is it so important to vac­ 
cinate yearly? 
Answer: Canine distemper is 
a viral disease of dogs and 
exotic animals such as jackals, 
raccoons, and mink Animals 
get infected principally by in­ 
haling infected droplets. 
In the first stage of dis 
temper, which is about four 
days atter infection, animals 
will go oft feed, become de­ 
pressed. have a discharge from 
the eyes, and a fever However, 
the animals are not too sick at 
this stage, and rarely see a 
veterinarian. This is a shame, 
because it is at this stage that 
we have the best chance of 
saving the animal After this 
first stage, animals will begin 
to feel better, but will become 
ill again about nine days post- 
inteetion as the virus begins to 
take a greater hold on their 
bodies. 
It is at this second stage that 
a veterinarian generally gets to 
see the animal The signs at 
this stage are: fever, depres­ 
sion, no appetite, discharge 
from the eyes, discharge from 
the nose, vomiting, diarrhea.

Pollution 
Kills in 
MexicoCity 


M EX IC O C ITY (U PI) - A 
Mexican ecologist says pol­ 
luted air kills 70,000 people in 
Mexico City each year. 
Except on rare occasions, 
there is a permanent layer of 
smog hanging over the nation’s 
capital and the 12 million peo­ 
ple who live in the metropoli­ 
tan area. 
Each day, 6,000 tons of 
carbon monoxide, nitrogen ox­ 
ide and other pollutants are 
pumped into the atmosphere. 
During the tail end of the 
dry season before the rains 
begin in May, theres an added 
source 
of 
pollutants: 
dust 
storms. Not only do these 
storms cut visibility to such an 
extent that the international 
airport is closed, but they 
carry tons of dry human excre­ 
ment from slum areas lacking 
sanitary facilities. 
Mexico City’s problem is 
partly one of geography. It is 
I .oca ted 
in a 20-mile wide 
mountain valley from which 
j pollution cannot escape be­ 
cause of air inversion. 
The figure of 70,000 deaths a 
’.ear from air pollution comes 
from Ramon Ojeda Mestre. 
president 
of 
the 
Mexican 
Academy of Ecological Law. 
‘‘You have a higher concen- 
t ration of lead in your blood 
t han do residents of Los Angel­ 
ic or New York," he said. 
Mexico’s infamous intestinal 
bugs become even more vir­ 
ulent during March and April, 
the months of the dust storms. 
Ojeda Mestre says a "danger­ 
ous, co n tam in atin g bac­ 
teriological 
blanket" 
covers 
Mexico City when the storms 
carry excrement from shan­ 
tytowns 
where 
two million 
slum dwellers use open areas 
for their physical necessities. 
Cars, buses and trucks ac­ 
count for over 70 per cent of 
the normal air pollution in 
Mexico City. There are 1.5 
million vehicles in the metro­ 
politan area — and 20,000 new 
ones are added each month. 
Radio spots urge motorists 
to tune their motors every six 
months to cut pollution. But 
there are no laws requiring 
catalytic converters. Even if 
there were, the effect wouldn't 
be felt for years since Mexi­ 
cans don't trade in their cars 
every three years as Americans 
do. Some cars on the road are 
20 and even 30 years old. 
Mustafa K. Ted ba, II.N. un­ 
dersecretary and director of 
the organization's environ­ 
m ental programs, recently 
held talks with Mexican Presi­ 
dent Jose laipez Portillo and 
other officials on how the Unit­ 
ed Nations can help Mexico 
light air and water ( Nilhition. 


coughing, and even seizuring 
If a veterinarian is fortunate 
enough to see an animal dur­ 
ing the first stage of the dis 
ease, 
serum 
can 
be given 
which contains substances for 
stopping the virus before it 
takes a strong hold 
This can be effective. But. 


again, rarely is an animal pre 
sented at this stage For those 
animals presented in the sec­ 
ond stage, treatment is sup­ 
portive 
antibiotics to pre­ 
vent secondary bacterial infec­ 
tion, intravenous fluids, and 
vitamins. 
Canine infectious hepatitis 


is also a \iral disease affecting 
dogs. The virus is transmitted 
by direct contact with infected 
urine, saliva, and feces 
In its most severe form, the 
disease can cause almost ins 
taut death where the main 
diagnostic sign is hemorrhag 
mg due to the virus’s ability to 


damage blood vessels. Another 
form of the disease is charac­ 
terized by lever, no appetite, 
severe abdominal pain, vomit­ 
ing and diarrhea. In its mildest 
form, an animal may show 
signs of slight illness, and then 
one or two weeks later 
gets a "blue eye," which is a 


clouding of the cornea (trails 
parent part of the eye). 
This 
usually 
resolves 
bv 
itself. Finally, in its chronic 
form, 
several 
months after 
having 
been 
very 
ill, 
the 
animal will 
show 
signs of 
chronic liver failure (c ir­ 
rhosis). 


Treatment includes anti­ 
biotics. blood transfusions it 
in d ic a te d , flu ids if d e ­ 
hydrated, and a special liver 
diet. 
Because of the seriousness of 
these 
two 
canine diseases, 
yearly vaccination is recom­ 
mended. If vaccinated each 


year, this will insure that the 
animal will 
have built 
up 
enough immunity, if exposed 
to distemper or hepatitis, to 
fight off the infection.

K o n a 
(U PI) — A quiet but tense 
atmosphere grips this Korean 
truce village where the United 
Nations Command and Com­ 
munist North Korea have held 
no meetings of the Korean 
M ilita ry Arm istice Com ­

months. 
I N( ofticials say there have 
been no meetings since last 
Oct. 9 because North Korea 
‘tor its own reason” has not 
asked tor one, On its part, the 
officials say, CNC will not call 
a meeting unless there is a 
serious violation of the truce 


accord. 
“ We would not speculate on 
why North Korea is following 
this present course,” a UNT 
spokesman said. "The U NT 
calls MAC meetings only when 
there is an incident of such 
serious nature as to warrant 
convening of the joint com­ 


mission.” 
UNC officials 
agree that 
most of the past MAC meet­ 
ings — 382 of them — were 
called by North Korea to level 
false charges and dispense 
propaganda against the UNT, 
particularly the Americans. 
Why did the North Koreans 


stop calling MAC sessions less 
then two months after the ax- 
murders by its guards of two 
U.S. Army officers last Aug. 18 
in the truce village? 
One guess is that the Com­ 
munists may be waiting for 
President Carter’s Korea poli­ 
cy to be implemented. 


N o rth 
Korea has per­ 
sisten tly demanded U .S. 
forces withdraw from South 
Korea. Carter recently said the 
withdrawal 
will 
be 
made 
within five years though the 
United States will continue to 
provide air support for South 
Korea. 


Although there has been no 
meeting for months. MAC is 
not dead. Routine contacts are 
made between the two sides by 
their joint duty officers, who 
meet regularly at noon Mon­ 
day through Saturday in the 
Joint Security Area at Pan­ 
munjom.

Group, which confronts North 
Korean

The unit is composed of 236 
military men — IO U.S. and 
five South 
Korean officers, 
and 
156 American and 65 
South Korean enlisted men. 
backed by 218 South Korean 
civilian 
workers 
The 
two 
Americans murdered last Au­ 
gust were attached to this 
group. 
All of the GIs are volunteers. 
They have a sense of mission. 
“ We have a job to do." is their 
reply when asked what they 
think of their duty and the 
scheduled troop cutback. 
"W e are a proud unit." says 
Lt. Col. Rockwell C. Cramer, 
the group commander 
"W e 
deal in pride and people. Eve­ 
ryone 
here 
is a volunteer. 
There are certain minimum 
standards they must meet. I 
think you find here probably 
some of the finest soldiers in 
the U.S. Army." 
Are they given any privi­ 
leges’1 
“ No," says the 41-year-old 
com m ander from Fresno, 
Calif. “ We do not get any 
combat pay. We do not get any 
special privileges per se except 
the pride in serving here." 
"I just consider it an honor 
to be with what I think is one 
of the most elite and unique 
units in the U.S. Army." says 
Lt. Steven P. Ankley, a 26- 
vear-old platoon leader from 
Springfield. Va "They are a 
group of best soldiers in the 
army." 
Ankley says North Korean 
guards in the JSA have not 
changed their attitude since 
the Aug 
18, 1976, incident. 
"North Koreans consider us 
the enemy and we have to look 
upon them the same way in 
our job up here. A general 
atmosphere of tension is still 
here. That has not changed. 
The potentiality of hostilities 
and conflict still remains." 
"Whatever President Carter 
does, our mission up here still 
remains 
the 
same," 
says 
S.Sgt. Daryl R 
Yaudt, 34. 
from Dakota City, Iowa. "It is 
an important job that has to 
be done, and done by good 
soldiers." 
"This is an honor serving up 
here."

Sgt.

Cajiers, 30, from Mt. Pleasant. 
S C., whose father also served 
with the army in Korea “ Out 
of thousands and thousands ol 
soldiers in the U.S. Army very 
few have chances of serving up 
here.” 
Members of the unit operate 
on a three-day cycle. On the 
first day they go into JS A for 
24 hours of duty. On the sec­ 
ond they go into Panmunjom 
in the morning and return to 
their barracks in the after­ 
noon. The third dav they are 
off. 
New security arrangements 
worked out by I NC and North 
Korea following the August 
incident have brought some 
physical changes to JS A The 
new formula separates guards 
of the two sides along the 
m ilitary demarcation line, 
marked 
by pavements and 
white posts. North Korea has 
no guardposts now on the 
UNC side of JSA . 
There has been little change, 
however, in the way the unit 
members — who wear military 
police armbands — operate. 
“ O peratio n ally speaking, 
there has been no change," 
says C ap t. Lawrence W 
Payne, the 29-year-old opera­ 
tions officer from Kirkland. 
Wash.

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Mules Wo rk All Ov er, But Mo st o f Them Were Bo rn in Misso uri 


FERRY, Mo. (U FI) - Mis­ 
souri mules can be found in 
Pennsylvania coal mines, 
K en tu cky tobacco fields, 
C o lo ra d o ’s 
Rockies and 
C alifornia's Knott’s Berry 
Farm. 
To Richard Kohl, who has 
been breeding them for 58 
years, ‘‘Missouri is the place 
for mules. W e’ve kinda got 
noted for them." 
For the past 30 years Kohl, 
73, has been a partner with ' 
Cene Chipman, 68, in the 
business of breeding and trad­ 
ing Missouri mules. 
“ We growed up in the busi­ 
ness,” said Kohl. "Our fathers 
and grandfathers traded 
mules." 
History books have George 
Washington as the first man in 
the United States to breed 
mules. 
The process is not difficult 
and later was picked up by 
enterprising farmers in the 
Midwest. Missouri had the 
best mares at the time and 
b ecam e 
the cen ter for 
breedung mules. 
It still is No. I in that busi 
ness with a number of places 
such 
as the 
OhipmanKohl 
Farm. 
A mule is the offspring of a 
jackass and a mare. Both male 
and female mules are sterile. 
The males are castrated to 
keep them from getting mean. 
“ Most mules are of a good 
disposition," Kohl said. “ They 
get wild only when they been 
loose for three or four years. 
Our mules are handled from 
the time they're still with their 
mother; when it comes time to 
work, all you have to do is 
hitch ‘em up.” 
The work done by mules 
long has been diminishing as 
mechanization changes agri­ 
culture. But 
the Chipman- 
Kohl Farm and other mule 
breeders still keep busy by 
fdling orders for a variety of 
buyers. 
The tobacco farmers and 
coal mines still use mules, and 
settlements in Amish country 
order them regularly. 
Knott’s Berry Farm ordered 
a pair of mules for one of its 
tourist attractions, and the 
owner of a hunting resort in 
the Rocky Mountains wants 
pack 
mules 
to 
haul 
deer 
carcasses down the slopes. 
"W e just took a jack down to 
Texas,” Chipman said. “ Some 
fellow wants to breed him with 
thoroughbred horses and come 
up with some racing mules. 
Who knows9 It may work." 
"A mule is a lot more sure­ 
footed than a horse," said 
Kohl. “ When a horse comes up 
to a ditch, he’ll probably lunge 
into it. When a mule comes to 
a ditch, he’ll ease through it." 
"Also, at the end of the work 
day,” 
added 
Chipman, 
"a 
mule will eat and drink just 
what he needs, while a horse 
will overeat ‘til he's sick.” 
But Chipman long ago de­ 
spaired of ever teaching a mule 
anything beyond its innate 
horse sense. 
"A mule,” he said, “ will 
forget more at night than you 
can teach it during the day." 
America’s work mules have 
cousins of the same breed who 
are groomed and shod as show 
mules. Although work mules 
and show mules are genetic­ 
ally the same, a mule generals 
does not combine both careers 
"When they work IO or 12 
hours in the field,” said Chip­ 
man, “ they don’t look ready to 
go to the fair." 
Chipman and 
Kohl have 


their own show mules and 
plenty of trophies But as Kohl 
“aid, " The trophies don’t feed 
the mules; when the fairs 
over, they’re just in the way.” 
Also show mules require a lot 


of care. 
"After all, you could take 
the prettiest girl and not win 
a beauty contest unless she 
was fixed up a hit,” Chipman 
said. 


One of the famous pictures 
of President Harry S. Truman 
showed him matching grins 
with a homestate mule pro­ 
vided by Chipman and Kohl. 
Last summer a team of their 


mules took part in a parade in 
Washington, D.C., and Chip 
man proudly displays a pic­ 
ture of his mule team and 
wagon with the Capitol in the 
background. Chipman's son, 


John, was the muleskinner 
aboard. 
The younger Chipman and a 
crew of helpers handle much of 
the work on the farm as the 
two elder traders ease their 


work loads. As they look back, 
each remembers only one occa­ 
sion on which he was kicked by 
a mule. 
"One of them kicked me in 
the chest and knocked me 


out. 
said Kohl. "I ran up to 
scare him and got tis) close. 
"I got kicked once in the 
barn." said Chipman. "but 
not enough to amount to any 
thing."

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ow ard S lotnick left the 
M anhattan whirlwind of art, 
architecture and advertising 
six years ago to settle in Ulster 
County, 
and 
although his 
world may have slowed down a bit, he says 
he’s moving “ten times as fast.” 
The 29-year-old owner of Signs and Designs 
has been busy learning the realities of “com­ 
mercial creativity” — beating the pavement 
to drum up business for his plastic, painted 
and carved sign, truck lettering, illustration, 
logo design, advertising layout and graphics 
business. 
“When I was painting, I never knew what 
to paint,” says the Brooklyn native who 
spent three years studying architecture 
before moving into a slot as assistant art 
director for Berkely Press in New York City. 
“But doing commerical work is problem 
solving — it’s real. I like the creative aspect 
of what I’m doing, but I also have to consider 
my customer’s budget, the psychology of the 
store, the neighborhood, the sales approach. 
There’s just more to it.” 
He keeps a small photo album of most of 
his signs, to show prospective buyers. The 
glossy snapshots include slick 40’s images 
such as the storefronts at Panama Red’s and 
the Golden Cue in Kingston, or 17th-century 
romantic scenes hanging under the hand- 
lettered design of Frog Alley bar, or cool 50s 
* coffee-shop looks of Mr. Broadway’s sub­ 
marine sandwhich on Broadway. 
Slotnick has been in the sign design busi­ 
ness for about two years now. 
Before that he concentrated more on 
graphics. He worked up business cards, 
advertising formats, posters for clothing 
stores and a lot of restaurant menus. 
Although much of his work is easily recog­ 
nizable, Slotnick says he doesn’t really have

one ‘style’ he calls his own. 
“I don’t really have a favorite. I like the 
freedom of being able to do what the job calls 
for. . . Even if I do something historical, it 
can still be original.” 
The bearded, blue-jeaned artist enjoys 
doing a bit of historical research for his 
clients. He decides what mood the estab­ 
lishment needs, what the neighborhood can 
take, and then does some homework on 
lettering style or wording that will give a bit 


of authenticity to his work. 
“Signs are basically for people. I like to 
make them bright and happy. . . and make 
sure they’re a part of the nieghborhood. No 
two signs should be the same.” 
Although Slotnick admits some interesting 
things can be done with neon, he just doesn’t 
take a shine to most of the boxy, plastic 
light-up varieties most common in this area. 
Slotnick can’t put a price range on his 
work. “I’ve done things for free, or traded 


some of the carpentry and plumbing work 
that supported him during his early months 
in the county. 
He recently signed a contract with the 
city’s minibus system to sell inside advertis­ 
ing space to clients, and then “if they’d like, 
I can design the ad poster for them.” 
In between all of this “hand work” Slotnick 
has agreed to design and build a sum­ 
merhouse for a local woman. “It will be good 
to use my architectural training,” he smiles. 
His hardest job to date, however, has been 
designing his own business card. 
“I wanted it to be bright, happy, something 
new but traditional enough not to put people 
off, and it had to let them know the variety 
of things I was offering.” 
He settled for bright yellow with black 
type, some hand lettering and a personal 
slash of spring green shadowing several of the 
larger letters. 
“I guess that’s me,” he says, stretching to 
a curly-headed, six-foot stand. 
“I’ve got to get going now. There’s a sign 
that was hit by a truck yesterday down on 
Broadway. The store owner’s waiting for me 
to straighten it out.”

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The Shadow Returns 


Eddyville author has written more than 300 novels 


ew octogenarians could 
capture the attention of an 
audience the way Walter 
(lihson did at the Mohonk 
Mountain House one night 
this past winter, hut few people his age have 
been performing for close to 70 years. 
Gibson, a resident of Eddyville, was among 
the honored guests at a weekend meeting of 
Murder Ink, an organization of crime- and 
mystery novel huffs. They had come to hear 
Gibson deliver a dissertation on the hun­ 
dreds of novels he has authored since the 
1920’s, but they got more than that. 
After viewing a 1930’s movie based on 
Gibson’s character “The Shadow,” the IOO or 
so guests were treated to about half an hour 
of Gibson’s magic act. 
After almost seven decades of trial and 
error, Gibson has, as you might expect, 
gotten his act together. Cards disappear and 
then reappear across the room; a yolk comes 
out of an eggshell where a cloth had just been 
stuffed, and torn paper is made whole at the 
magician’s command. For the most part, the 
tricks are no more unusual than those people 
are used to seeing, but Gibson’s performance 
is flawless and smooth, and that is what 
impresses people. 
Despite the fact that there was a problem 
with heat in the room, few guests left their 
seats when Gibson was through, preferring to 
stay and question the man who authored 
many of the books they were most familiar 
with. They wanted to know how he was able 
to produce 24 full-length novels a year for 
over 15 years, averaging over I,(XX),(HK) writ­ 
ten words a year. They also wanted to know 
about his close association with master magi­ 
cian Harry Houdini and his ability to con­ 
tinue to turn out novels, essays and maga­ 
zine articles at a pace that would exhaust 
people half his age. 
What particularly seemed to interest peo­ 
ple was the fact that Gibson has been 
rediscovered. With a renewed interest in the 


pulp novels of the Depression era, Gibson has 
become very much in demand on the college 
lecture circuit and at pulp novel conven­ 
tions, where he .sees the old 10-cent Shadow 
novels selling for as much as $70 a copy. 
“ I had boxes and boxes of those old 
magazines,” he recalls. “ It I had what they 
would be worth, I would have kept them. But 
I used to sign them and give them away as 
souvenirs.” 
At present Doubleday and Company is 
planning to re-issue several old Shadow 
novels, and a similar effort is underway at 


Pyramid Publishing. Large-scale publicity is 
expected to make the author’s harried sched­ 
ule even more strenuous. 
“Do I mind? Heck no. T h at’s what keeps 
me going. I love it.”

Letter: An Artist Replies 


Epstein Is Risking Promethean Pride 


Dear Editor: 


As if artists don’t have enough problems! 
Now we hear that art “is probably the best 
religion on the horizon these days.” The new 
creed, as reported in Tempo last Sunday, is 
tendered by Allen Epstein, the editor of the 
Ulster County Artist. I hadn’t realized one of 
the functions of the new art publication was 
the propagation of a new theology and was 
dedicated to giving “the people the good 
news by proper understanding.” 


Insofar as the Ulster County Artist is in 
part state funded, I wonder if such proslytis- 
ing violates the constitutional mandate for 
separation of church and state. If Mr. Eps­ 
tein has appointed himself a high priest in 
the “religion of art,” which he claims as “my 
religion,” he hasn’t made clear whether this 
is meant as a personal confession of faith or 
an attitude taken by the Ulster County 
Council for the Arts, which provides for some 
of his budget. I, for one artist, would not care 
to reformulate art as religion and declare my 
studio a chapel and tax free place of worship. 


Such nonsense is thinkable only because 
Mr. Epstein has apparently confused what is 
ordinarily meant by religion for the spiritual 
feelings often evoked during the creative 


experience. With equal fuzziness he also 
fixes the guilt experienced by artists for their 
creative endeavors in the area of legally 
defined crime. He obviously does not dist­ 
inguish the activity of actual cops and 
robbers and the internal nature of creativity. 
Why else would he claim most artists are 
“former or latent criminals?” 


The ancient Greek myth of Prometheus is 
perhaps more instructive in the m atter of 
artist criminality. Prometheus steals the fire 
of the gods find brings it to mankind, not 
unlike the creative person who “steals” new 
consciousness and brings it into awareness. 
Prometheus is punished and chained to a 
mountain top, his entrails pecked away by 
vultures. The myth is a paradigm of the 
artist’s fate, or whosoever would attem pt to 
push consciousness beyond itself and thus 
transgress the firmly fixed status quo of 
prevailing consciousness. 


Creativity compared to actual criminality 
is more an expression of creative frustration 
and the inability to assimilate the Pro­ 
methean crime as an internal event. The 
artist so disposed literally tempts confine­ 
ment to prison or the insane asylum. Mr.
